consecutive Marathon victory 


North America's best paddler 
earns 50th win at 50th Marathon 


The team of Jeff Kolka, Grayling, 
and Serge Corbin. St. Boniface de 
Shawinigan, Quebec. had only one 
obstable to overcome for the 50th 
anniversary of the Weyerhaeuser 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon. 

At the Le-Man's style running start 
of the marathon Kolka stumbled and 
fell. This was their only miscue. 

The paddlers passed under the finish 
line banner in Oscoda 14 hours, 19 
minutes and 36 seconds after they 
started to take their second consecutive 
marathon victory. 

This is only the second victory for 
Kolka, but the 11th marathon victory 
for Corbin. This marathon victory 
marked the 50th victory for Corbin in 
a Triple Crown racing event. 

Once the paddlers entered the water 
in Grayling they steadily passed by all 
other teams. By 10:45 p.m. the Kolka- 
Corbin team passed under Wakeley 
Bridge as thousands of spectators 
watched and cheered from above. 

A few seconds later canoe No. 46. 
paddled by Tim Tricbold. 44, and Andy 
Triebold, 20. both of Marinette. 
Wisconsin. passed under the bridge. 

A pack of canoes, paddled by Rick 
Joy and Ted Kolka, Patrick Lynch and 
Normand Mainguy, Randy Drake and 
Paul Facteau. Ailan Rudquist and Mike 
Vincent followed closely. 

The remaining top 20 canoes by 
Wakeley Bridge were paddled by Steve 
and Ken Kolonich, John Sullivan and 
Louis Berthiaume, Jeff Kassuba and 
Michael Montgomery, Bill Torongo 
and Solomon Carriere, Mike Bradford 
and Clark Kent, Tony Short and Trevor 
Robinson, Andy Guest and Tim 
Phillips, Doug Moggo and Brian 
Krantz, Robert A. Bradford and John 
M. Nemeth, Tad and Zak Hill, Tom

Locals buy Shoppenagon building 
New owners plan a return to 
the past for historic structure

“It's finally ours.” 

That is the way the sign reads in 
front of the historic building on 
Michigan Avenuc in uptown Grayling. 

The saying is also being used by its 
new owners after closing a dea} to 
purchase the Shoppenagon building 
last week. 

Susan Batesson and Fred Fedak, 
both Grayling business people, had 
their offer accepted and finalized on 
July 21 after more than six hours of 
negotiations. 

The Shoppenagon Motor Hotel, as 


it was most recently called, was closed 
tor business in November last: year. 
The business, which features a hotel, 
bar and restaurant, was then put up for 
sale by tts owners, Linda 
Schmidtendorff and Lorraine Vinton. 
The two sisters inherited the hotel 
after their father, Theron White, died 
in July 1996. 

The new owners — Batesson and 
Fedak — have historic renovations in 
mind when describing the way they 
want the building to look like in the 
future. They are attempting to be 
earmarked with the National Historical 
Preservation Society. 


If the Shoppenagon building was 
given the trademark from the National 
Historical Preservation Society, the 
result could be grants and/or tax breaks 
for the renovaticn to the historic status. 

The building will return to is 
original exterior. The current exterior 
will be cleared away to reveal the past 
brick building. Batesson said the idea 
is to return the building to its exterior 
look of somewhere between 1916 and 
1920. : 

According to Batesson, the interior 
also will be remodeled and decorated 
with the look of the era in mind. 

In keeping with the return to the past 
theme, Fedak and Batesson said the 
fame Will also be retuned tc its original 
—- Shoppenagon’s Inn.

proposed trash removal service 


Sept. 9 election ballot to contain 
one-mill increase proposai 


On Tuesday. Sept. 9, voters of 
Beaver Creek Township will be given 
an opportunity to decide if they want 
uash removal service at the end of 
their driveway. 

The voters will be asked to vote 
“yes” or “no” on a proposed one-mill 
increase on all taxable real and personal 
property in Beaver Creek Township. 
According to Beaver Creek Township 
officials, this proposed change is a 
result of numerous requests from 
taxpayers in the township. 

The Beaver Creek Township Board 
of Trustees decided at their July board 
Meeting to get the bailot language 
together for the special election ballot. 

To give property owners an idea of 
what it will cost to have this 
improvement in service, they should 
look on their most recent tax bills or 
assessment change notices for their 
taxable value. The property owner 
should divide the amount listed as 
taxable value by 1,000 and the number 
that results will be very close to the 
amount that property owner would 
pay. 

A more general approximation 
would be if an individual’s home is 
worth $60,000, the taxable value would 
be about half of that amount or less, 
and the increase on that person’s taxes 
would be about $30 per year to cover 
the cost of trash removal. 

At this point in time Beaver Creek 
Township officials are not able to spell 
out exactly what the proposed trash 
service would include. 

“We can say that each household, 
with disposable trash, would have 
weekly pick-up,” said Beaver Creek 
Township Supervisor Lee Riley. 
“Residents on public roads would all 
be provided the new service. Homes 
On private roads would have the same 
service, providing that the vehicle from 
the disposal service would have ample 
clearance to maneuver on a particular 
private road.” 

It is likely that the township would 
have a five bag limit per week, Riley 
said. Officials anticipate that service 
users would also be allowed to place 
one large article out for removal each

month. 

Large items would include furniture 
and appliances without freon. 
Refrigerators, freezers, air conditioners 
and other items which normally have 
freon would also be picked up if the 


freon has been removed. The removal 
would have to be certified and tagged 
by a qualified technician. 

The Beaver Creek Township 
Board's goal would be to start the new 
service in January 1998 if approved by 
voters. The existing transfer site on 
Merrio Road would be closed as soon 
as the new roadside service is up and

Local man charged 
with attempted murder 


Most people usually do not associate 
altempted murder with the Crawford 
County area, but that does not mean it 
never happens. 

Crawford County Sheriff's deputies 
arrested a Grayling Township man 
last week for the attempted murder of 
his step-daughter. 

Carl Gilbert Atkins, 62, was 
apprehended by deputies on July 21 
after he fired three shots at his step 
daughter. No one was injured in the 
incident. 

Atkins was arraigned in Crawford 
County District Court before Judge 
Francis Walsh on July 22. He faces 4 
charge of one count of homicide - 
attempted murder and one count of 
felony firearm. The 62-year-old man 
remains lodged in the Crawford 
County Jail and has a preliminary 
examination scheduled for Aug. 5. 
Sheriff's deputies were called to the 
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scene on Suuth Horseshoe Trail in 
Grayling Township at 2:13 p.m. In 
addition to three deputies and a 
detective, a Grayling city police 
officer, the Crawford County sheriff 
and Crawford County undersheriff also 
responded to the scene. 


According to sheriff's officials, the 
incident started with an argument 
between Atkins and his step-daughter. 
The step daughter was leaving through 
the door into the backyard of the 
residence, when the suspect fired three 
shots from a .44 magnum. The shots 
did not hit the step-daughter. 

Atkins had been drinking prior to 
the shots were fired, sheriff's officials 
said. 

Deputies from the first sheriff's car 
responding, headed to the backyard 
and were able to apprehend the suspect 
without further incident.

DOODLES FROM THE TALL TIMBER 


by Wendell L. Hoover, Park Interpreter, North Higgins Lake State Park 


It always seems unusual, to say the 
least, how alittle memory of something 
wil) stick with a person for so long. To 
put some detail with that fragment of 
a memory is the tough part. This 
particulars memory must have taken 
place on a weekend, because that ts 
when my dad and I went trout fishing. 
What with work and all, we seldom 
had time to go during the week. We 
would leave the house in the late 
afternoon, drive east through Hation 
Township to the North Branch of the 
Tobacco River. 

They fly fishing, catch and release 
purist will no doubt shudder, but the 
brown trout reacted quite favorably to 
bait, mainly worms that came out of 
the leaf pile behind the garage. My 
dad usually left the river with one or 
more really nice trout to prove the 
point. When we reached the river I 
would let my dad out where a bend 
came close to the road and I would 
park the truck at the bridge and start 
upstream. Some where in the stretch 
between the bend and the bridge we 
would meet, compare notes and 
continue fishing. Dad would pick me 
up at the bend at dark. 

Just above the bridge there was a 
short stretch of fast water, then a bend 
with a hole under a really big cotton 
wood tree that was too deep for my hip 
boots, above that another short siretch 
of fast waied aiid then what I called 
brushy run. 

The water there was almost hip boot 
deep and if it had not rained the day 
before you could get through without 
shipping any water. The alders leaned 
over the water leaving only a very 
narrow open slot over the glassy 
smooth surface of the 50 yard length 
of brushy run. On this day the worms 
weren't working on anything, but the 
shiners. When I reached the bottom of 


the run and was preparing to walk | 


around to the upper end I could see 
two or three fish raising to some kind 
of little insect. 

Somewhere in one of those 
numerous boxes that trout fisherman 
always seem to carry there was tattered 
little gray fly. I recall drying the fly 
line by pulling it through my 
handkerchief several times. There 
wasn't any line dressing or tapered 


leader nor any fly dressing. I had cut 
my teeth on bass poppers and rubbers 
spiders and despite the restricted space 
for getting a line to the rising fish it 
was worth a try since the old wicker 


cree) was still empty. 


With the fly tied on, I stepped back 
into the lower end of the run and 
slowly made my way to within reach 
of the rising fish. The open slot in the 


over hanging alders would confine the 
cast to the middie of the run, but just 
maybe. When the cast was finally 
made it resulted in the making of an 
indelible memory. The fly settled so 
lightly on the water it scarcely 
disturbed the smooth surface and the 
line finally settled to lay gently on the 
surface film. The diminutive fly 


floated only a few inches to disappear 
ina slight slurp. Ican’trecall how big 
the trout was, but I do recall that the 
worm box was thereafter relegated to 
a shelf in the garage.

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The First Amendment 


The background history of the First 
Amendment is also recorded on a 
pastor’s memorial alongside a lone 
highway in Orange County, Virginia. 
It reads, “1754-1841 - Elder John 
Leland courageous leader of the Baptist 
Doctrine - ardent advocate of the 
principles of democracy - vindicator 
of separation of church and state. Near 
this spot in 1788 John Leland and 
James Madison, the father of the 
American Constitution, held a 
significant interview which resulted 
in the adoption of the Constitution by 
Virginia. Then Madison, a member of 
Congress from Orange, presented 
guaranteeing religious liberty, free 
speech and a free press. This satisfied 
Leland and his Baptist followers.” 

Madison’s initial proposal of the 
First Amendment on the floor of the 
House of Representatives was on June 
7, 1789, it said, “The Civil Rights of 
none shall be abridged on account of 


A 
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religious belief or worship, nor shall 
any national religion be established, 
nor Shall the full and equal rights of 
conscience be in any manner, nor on 
any pretext infringed.” This gives us 
much insight into the original intent of 
James Madison for the amendment. 
He wanted to block all state persecution 
of religion and to prevent the 
establishment of any state church or 
religion. This is the very opposite of 
modern liberal interpretations of the 
First Amendment today which strive 
to keep God, the Bible, and religion 
out of all civic and public life. 

The form of the First Amendment 
of the Bill of Rights ratified on 
December 15, 1791 reads: “Congress 
shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof; 
or abridging the freedom of speech, or 
of the press; or the right of the people 
peaceably to assembly, and to petition

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Governor announces state, 


county crime 


Gov. John Engler announced that 
the number of crimes reported in 
Michigan has decreased for the fifth 
year in a row. 

According to preliminary statistics 
compiled by the Uniform Crime 
Reporting Section of the Michigan 
State Police, the overall number of 
crimes reported in Michigan decreased 
1.8 percentto 1,106,385 1n 1996. Since 
199], the number of total crimes 
reported has dropped by 185,925. 

In Crawford County crime decreases 
included: a 100 percent drop in 
robberies; a 16.1 percent drop in 
aggravated assaults; and a 66.7 percent 
decline in arsons. There were no 
murders. 

The 100 percent drop in robberies is 
based on one reported tn 1995 


rate drop 


compared to none in 1996. Robbery is 
the category where the person is armed 
with a weapon. 


Across the state, the number of |, 


murders reported (701 ) was the lowest 
number since 1969. Reported 
robberies (16,288) were the lowest 
since 1967 and rapes (5,046) were the 
least since 1983. 


“The most impressive thing about 
these statistics is that they continue 
what has been aremarkable downward 
(rend in crime since 1991,” Engler 
said. “For five years ina row now, the 
overa]l crime rate in Michigan has 
decreased. That is a sure sign that law 
enforcement agencies at the state and 
Jocal level are turning the tide against 
criminals in Michigan.”

in more women getling mammograms. 
We're asking every volunteer that we 
recruit to call at least five of their 
female friends or family members on 
Oct. 7 and ask them if they’ve had 
their annual mammogram. If the 
answer to that question is ‘nu’, it’s up 
to that volunteer to encourage that 
woman to do so,” added Hicks. 

According to Hicks, “women have 
a great dea) of influence on the lives of 
other women. We are always sharing 
information with each other...so why 
not share information that wil] really 
make a difference in our lives,” she 
added. “TAPT is a great opportunity 
to exercise our influence and save the 
life of ancighbor, sister, mother. aunt, 
best friend, cither here in Crawford 
County, or anywhere. | can't think of 
a better way to spend 20 minutes of my 
time on TAFT,” said Hicks. 

Currently in Michigan itis estimated 
that only 66 percent of age qualificd 
women reccive annual mammograms 
in accordance with American Cancer 
Society guidelines. The American 
Cancer Society is committed to 
increasing this number to 75 percent 
by the year 2000. The benefits of 
mammography are paying off as 
statistics show that the survival rate of 
breast cancer 1s 97 percent when 
detected early. 

“The only way we can further reduce 
death from breast cancer ts by getting 
more women into the habit of annual 
mammogram screening.

County jobless rate drops for month of June 


Unemployment rates in the northern 
Lower Peninsulaand Crawford County 
were lower compared to last year for 
the month of June.

Question: My friend buys groceries 
then drives all over town with 
perishable items in the car, sometimes 
for hours. 1s this safe to do when the 
weather is warm? 

Answer: No! In the summertime, 
foods can quickly reach the danger 
zone (the temperature between 40 
degrees and 140 degrees where bacteria 
multiply rapidly) so they must be 
handled, transported and stored 
properly. 

Let's begin with the grocery store. 
When purchasing foods. choose 
perishable items and frozen items at 
the last minute before checking out. 
When placing raw meats and poultry 
in the cart, be careful not to let meat 
juices drip onto other groceries, 
especially raw fruits and vegetables or 
cooked foods. In the deli section. 
don't buy cooked items that touch raw 
items in the display case Ask the 
bagger to put raw foods in bags that 
are separate from the produce and 
cooked foods. This will help avoid 
cross contamination. : 

When you reach your car, load 
perishable items inside the air 
conditioned passenger compartment. 
not in the trunk. If your drive home 
will be longer that 30 minutes or if you 
plan on making several stops. bring 
along a cooler with ice in it for the 
perishable foads. 

When arriving home. unload

perishable items first and immediately 
refrigerate or freeze them. If the store 
wrap on meats and pouitry is clean and 
intact, it should be left on to eliminate 
introducing bacteria into the meat. To 
store meats for a long time in the 
freezer (two-three months), over-wrap 
this packaging with foil or plastic wrap 
to prevent freezer burn, 

Which meats should be frozen and 
which simply refrigerated? Ground 
meats and poultry that won't be used 
in one or two days should be frozen. 
Other meats can be stored in the 
tefrigerator for four-five days. They 
should be frozen if still not used. 

Don't stack foods either in the 
refrigerator or freezer. Stacking keeps 
the cold air from reaching the centers 
to chill item quickly. Wash hands 
before and after handling raw meat 
and poultry.

The 5.8 percent rate was a reduction 
from the 6.1 percent rate and 7.1 
percent rate for June 1996 in Crawford 
County. 

The northern Lower Peninsula’s 
unemployment rate in June was 5.9 
percent, which was the same as the 
rate posted in May for the area and 1.2 
percentage points lower than the 7.1 
percent rate for June 1996. 

Over the month, wage and salary 
employment grew by 6,725 jobs. The 
greatest job growth took place in retail 
trade, followed by private non- 
professional services. 

Other seasonal monthly gains 
occurred in construction, professional 
services, transportation. 
communication and utilities, and 
wholesale trade. Gains outpaced losses 
for a net increase in manufacturing 
employment, with the largest 
improvement occurring in nondurable 
goods, particularly in food and kindred 
products. 

Compared with a year ago, wage 
and salary employment has grown by 
4,950 jobs or 2.6 percentage points in 
the northern Lower Peninsula region. 
Over the year job growth in retail trade 
was the greatest with 1,850 new 
positions posted, which was a gain of 
4.0 percent. 

Private services had the second 
highest increase in additional jobs with 
employment growing by 1,600 people 
or 3.3 percent. Construction continued 
to improve with a gain of 725 jobs or 
6.2 percent. 

Growth in both durable and non- 
durable goods sectors offset declines, 
giving employment in manufacturing 


a net gain over the year of 225 jobs or 
0.7 of a percent. Government jobs 
remained stable on an annual basis, 
with gains at the local fevel being 
offset by losses at the state level. 

June’s unemployment rates for 
Crawford County and the northern 
Lower Peninsula region compare 
unfavorably with the Michigan rate of 
4.3 percent and the national rate of 5.2 
percent. 

The highest rate in the northern 
Lower Peninsula during June was 
recorded in Wexford County at 9.8 
percent, while the lowest rate was in 
Cheboygan County at 3.1 percent.

U.S. House 
approves funds 
for highways 


Congressman Dave Camp (R-MI) 
voted July 23 to increase funding for 
U.S. highways by 20 percent, to $21.5 


billion, for 1998. The funds were - 


included in the Transportation 
Appropriations Act, H.R. 2169, passed 
by 424 to 5 by the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 

“This bill provides a needed infusion 
of funding for highway maintenance 
and repair,” said Camp. “Anyone who 
travels in Michigan knows that we 
need additional highway funding to 
repair our roads. I am confident this 
bill will make available more funding 
for Michigan roads.” 

Camp has been a solid advocate for 
Michigan road funding in the U.S. 
House. In numerous letters to 
Transportation Committee Chairman 


Bud Shuster, Camp has joined 
Michigan's Congressional delegation 
in calls for increased funding for 
Michigan roads. As early as February, 
Camp was lobbying the powerful 
Transportation Chairman for greater 
fairness in the formula that allocates 
funding to state highways. 


“For the amount of funding 
Michigan contributes to the Highway 
Trust Fund. Michigan should get more 
inreturn,” said Camp. “Michigan isin 
desperate need of fairness and equity 
in the funding formula. We lose 22 
cents for every dollar we contribute to 
the highway fund. The Transportation 
Appropriations Act provides 
additional funding. [t's time to ensure 
that Michigan receives its fair share.”

There are just over 450,000 
antlerless permits available in 
Michigan, said Larry Robinson, 
wildlife biologist in the Wildlife 
Division of the Mio District DNR 
Office. The total number of permits 
available is up slightly compared to 
last year’s 400,000 permits. 

The Mio District DNR Office covers 

Crawford County and the surrounding 
area. 
According to Robinson, the number 
of antieriess permits are up due to the 
increase of the permits availabie in 
southem Michigan farm areas. This 
tegion has added permits available to 
address a problem with deer over 
population. 

Crawford County is mainly a buck 


| only area, Robinson said. One area 


east of Grayling (DMU 66) will be 
open for antlerless hunting permits. 

Anyone who applies for a permit 
will be notified whether they were 
successful in getting a permit or not. 
DNR officials are hoping to have all of 
the cards out by mid-September to let 
the hunters know. 

The DNR officials urge ail hunters 
to carefully read the 1997 Antderless 
Deer License Application Guide and 
the 1997 Hunting and Trapping Guide 
because there have been many 
significant changes. 

One of the major changes is 
antlerless deer license can now be 
used by bowhunters beginning with 
the Oct. 1 archery season opener. 
Officials said this is the reason the 
application deadline was moved up. 

Another change is throughout the 
siaic the second buck ficenses (both 
archery and firearm) are valid only for 
antlered deer with at least four points 
on one side. 

Young hunters also are involved 
with a change in hunting regulation 
changes. Youth hunters (ages 12-16) 
may purchase an antlerless deer license 
over the counter for any open DMU 
prior to Aug. |. Young hunters will be 
given this chance to by-pass the 
drawings and directly purchase the 
licenses. 

“The change is designed to get more 
young people involved,” Robinson 
said. “The DNR's goal is to recruit 
youngsters to the hunting fraternity.” 

Robinson pointed out that the 
suggestion for the youth hunting 
change came from the Michigan 
United Conservation Club and huating 
organizations.

Much confusion exists on how 
freezing protects food. The Michigan 
Department of Agriculture offers the 
following guidelines on how to safely 
freeze food and how long frozen food 
may be safely kept. 

Almost any food but eggs in shells 
and canned food may be frozen. Food 
stored at a constant temperature of 
zero degrees Fahrenheit should always 
be safe. Freezing to zero degrees 
Fahrenheit inactivates the microbes 
including bacteria, yeast and mold that 
are present in food. After thawing, 
proper cooking will destroy these 
microbes. ° 

Foods frozen at the peak of freshness 
will taste better than foods frozen near 
the end of their usual life. Freezing 
does not destroy nutrients and there is 
little change in nutrient value during 
freezer storage of meat and poultry 
products. 

Vegetables must be blanched or 
partially cooked in boiling water or a 
microwave oven in order to be frozen 
successfully. The vegetables must 
then be chilled rapidly before freezing 
and storage. 

To avoid freezer burn, foods should 
be wrapped in airtight packaging. 
Freezer burn does not spoil food, it 
merely dries it in spots. It may be cut 
away before or after cooking. 

Food should be frozen as quickly as 
possible. Slow freezing allows large 
ice crystals that damage cells and 
dissolve emulsions while thawing to 
form in and around the product. 

Freezing keeps food safe almost 
indefinitely, andrecommended storage 
times are for quality only. Asageneral 
tule, if the taste and texture of cooked 
food is pleasing, it can be used. 

Food should never be defrosted in a 
garage, basement, car, dishwasher, 
plastic garbage bag, on the kitchen 
counter or on a porch. These methods 
could render food unsafe to eat. There 
are three safe ways to defrost food: 1) 


in the refrigerator, 2) in cold water, or 
3)in the microwave. Faster defrosting 
can be achieved by placing frozen 
food ina leak proof bag and immersing 
it in cold water. The water must stay 
cold and should be changed every 
thirty minutes. Once defrosted, the 
item may be refrigerated. Food 
defrosted in a microwave should be 
cooked immediately after defrosting 
as some of the areas may become 
warin and begin to cook during the 
process. 

Food defrosted in the refrigerator is 
safe torefreeze without cooking. After 
cooking raw foods that were previously 
frozen, it is safe to freeze the cooked 
food. : 

Poultry, raw or cooked meat, and 
casseroles can be cooked or reheated 
from a frozen state, but will take 
approximately one and ahalf times the 
usual cooking time of food that has 
been thawed. The labels of USDA 
inspected frozen meat and poultry need 
to be read because some of these items 
must be cooked from the frozen state 
to ensure a safely cooked product. 

In cases of a power outage or freezer 
failure, a freezer full of food will 
usually keep about two days if the 
door remains shut. A half-full freezer 
of food will remain safe for about one 
day. In longer periods of outages, dry 
ice, block ice, or bags of ice may be 
placed inside the freezer to retain cool 
temperatures or food may be 
transferred to another freezer. Food 
should never be kept outside, even if 
the temperature is below freezing. 
Foods that have been warmer than 40 
degrees Fahrenheit for more than two 
hours or that have been contaminated 
by raw meat juices must be discarded. 

Finally if you are concerned that 
food may have been improperly frozen, 
stored or thawed, remember the first 
rule of food safety when considering 
whether or not to use the food: When 
in doubt, throw it out.
